Having heard so many conflicting 


reports about the wonderful scenery .at 
the headwaters of the Sisqaoo creek, 
we. in company With Meaars. Vfaeat 
and Forrester, concluded to rawte » 
thorough exploration Of that Motion, 
which has, until lately, beea almost a 
terra incognita to even the oldest apt- 
tiers, owing to the dense chaparral 
which covered the mountains OB all 
sides and made it Almost Inaccessible 
a 11 til an extensive fire swept over aav- 
eral hundred square milea about three 
years ago, making it possible to get in 
there. We snppUed ourselves with a 
necessary outfit, mainly blankets, Win- 
chester nRe and salt, mounted th« hur- 
ricane dock of our favorite 6aballo and 
the first day reached . Mr. Wheat's 
lanch, thirty-five miles from Santa 
Maria. After passing the narrows we 
hod to cut a trail for miles until reap- 
ing the burned country ahovq the, main 
Jorks of the nvcr. 
Ascending the 


southeast fork about twelve nailas from 
the river we came to Ymtnta lall— as 
we named it— from the. great number 
of them about there. The gorge at the 
foot of the fall was wild and pictur- 
esque in the extreme. Huge boulders 
and fallen trees, with Occasionally a 
cascade varying in ieight from ten to 
one hundred feet to olhnh aroufld. 
Grlz/ly bear tracks ware quite plenty, 
but no grizzlies came in sight on tfje 
top, 
nor were we hunting any. We 


climbed above and measured the main 
fall and found it to be 480 feet in 
height — a sheer descent, with about 
TO miners' inches of water flowing over 
it 
The stream falls about 2,000 feet m 


two miles and a half, making a great 
number of beautiful cascades 
The 


pool below the fall is 80 feet long, 40 
feet wide and upwards of thirty feet in 
depth, ciear and cold as ice, and so 
sheltered by the overhanging bluffs 
that the sun rarely shines in rf. 


Climbing the mountain above the fall 


we found to be terrifiq work; the dense 
chaparral, partly burped and partly 
grown up again, was impossible to get 
through without chopping for miles. 
The slope is so steep^hat we could find 
no plaoe level enough t» spread our 
blankets without shoveling, except at 
the extreme summit ot the mountain. 
There we had a magnificent view of 
the whole surrounding country. To 
the south and west lay the Santa Bar- 
bara Islands. Far out across the Mo- 
have desert* up wards of two hundred, 
miles distant, the Providence Moun- 
Uins were plainly seen. To the north- 
west the wide sweep of the San Joaqain 
Vallev, on the further side the Sierra 
^levadas, the snow-capped summit of 
Mt. Whitney and other lesser peaks, 
while m the northwest lay the ooasf 
range, a succession ot sharp ridges and 
deep canons, 
covered 
with dense 


chaparral for hundreds of miles, with 
here and there a beautiful vallev nest- 
ling below 
The day was exceptionally 


clear and the prospect well repaid us 
for all the trouble of getting there. 


The following day we tnetl to ascend 


tho mam south fork of the creek, which 
is even a rougher and wider gorge than 
tho other, if possible. After, obmbiag 
a mile and a-half we came in sight of 
another fall from two hundred and fifty 
to three hundred feet high, consider- 
able water flowing over it We had to 
give it up as a bad Job that day, and 
we advise any one undertaking the trip 
to take along s sheet-iron suit of 
clothcg 
Those falls are about sixty- 


five miles from Santa Maria, and the 
timber belt spoken of about seventy 
mJes. On coming back to camp we 
found oao of the party, Mr. Roberts, 
in chasing a wounded deer had broken 
a bone in his foot, compelling us to 
start out as soon as possible — Santa 
Mana Tunes,

btrange Death of Mm Whit*. 
Last evening between 8 and 4 o'clock 


Mrs. Mattie B. White, the dressmaker, 
was found dead la her rooms over Free- 
man Bros.' shoe store on Merchant street 
The discovery was made by Mrs. Belle 
Ogden and Mrs. Anna Johnson, who 
found the door unlocked and the room 
cold—no fire in the store, The body was 
seen in a small room partly hidden by 
bed clothing, the deceased on the floor at 
the side of the bed in a crouching posi- 
tion. The women did not go into the 
bedroom. They went down, on the street 
and got Alfred a Bailey to come up and 
make an examination. He did so and 
found Mrs. White dead. Coroner Perl 
was summoned. Be took charge of the 
body, and the women laid out the body 
in the large room. In examining the bed 
the coroner found a small bottle, contain- 
ing enough morphine to kill a half-dozen 
people, under a large pillow. The inquest 
was held last night. The jurymen were 
W. B. Davison, Dr. O. F. Gorman, Jos. 
Smallwood, Wm. Slaughter, J. B. Fielder 
BndZ. W. Harris. The witnesses were 
Dr. Case Chenoweth, A. 8. Bailey, Mrs. 
Ogden, Mrs. Johnson, Williem and Lin- 
ton Dayison. Dr. Ohenoweth had known 
deceased for several years. Had pre- 
scribed for her on Saturday and had seen 
her last on Sunday, when she complained 
of psin at lower part of abdomen. 
Thought illness caused by change of life. 
Did not know that she used morphine, but 
knew that she had hnd hemorrhages. 
William Davison while coming up the 
stairway Monday afternoon saw deceased 
looking out of the door, when she told 
him she bad the cramps. Witness aeked 
her if he could do anything for her.' She 
said no and then closed the door. Saw 
her no more but next evening while in 
insurance office heard a peculiar rapping. 
It soon ceased and he thought no more 
of it. Mrs. Johnson had known Mrs. 
White for 7 or 8 years. Knew that she 
had been ill for some time. Saw her Sat- 
urday evening sitting in her chair. Then 
had fever blisters on her lips and looked 
as if the was about to die. Never heard 
her say she osed morphine. 


'I'he jury failed to agree upon a verdict 


last night and an adjournment was taken 
until this afternoon. There are no marks 
of violence on the body, and it seems 
plain that she died from taking an over- 
dose of morphine. The bottle tells the 
story. The deceased was aged 45 years, 
and in 1862 was married to James C. 
White. She has not been living with her 
husband for 10 years. His whereabouts 
are unknown. Her child is dead. She 
has lived in Decatur 10 yean. For 5 or 
6 years she has had rooms over 168 Mer- 
chant street, and about a year ago re- 
moved to where she died. It is known 
that business was dull with her and 
this feet with her ill health probably 
caused her to destroy her life. 


The deceased formerly resided at 


Maoon, where her relatives onoe resi- 
ded. Her brother, Charles Harrau, is the 
young man with whom Bobert Wilkinson. 
the night watchman, had trouble 
a 


year or two ago. 
Wilkinson claimed to 


have been stabbed by Harrab, but the 
alleged fact was not substantiated and he 
was released. Among the articles found 
in the room by the Coroner was 96 cents 
in money, also a case of bottled beer that 
was unopened. 


THE VBBDIOT. 


The jury met this afternoon and agreed 


upon a verdict. It is to the effect that 
the deceased came to her death from 
cause or causes unknown to the jury. 


Two iiADiaa from Aroola arrived in 


Deoatnr at noon and viewed the remains 
of Mrs. M. B. White, at Peri's undertak- 
ing established. They were visiting J. J. 
Johnson, fin uncle of the deceased. 


Dr. John Harrab, brother of the de-
